Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1958. 

The  contents  of  this  report  have  been  compiled  in  accordance  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  22/58  dated  9th  December,  1958. 

As  regards  the  vital  statistics  for  the  town,  I  have  to  report  that 
after  15  years  without  a  maternal  death,  one  occurred  during  the  year. 

Only  one  ‘‘paralytic”  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified — in  a  three 
year  old  non-immunised  boy.  Fortunately  there  was  only  transient 
paralysis  and  he  made  a  complete  recovery. 

Although  it  is  too  early  to  assess  the  results  of  immunisation 
generally,  the  outlook  is  promising. 

Food  poisoning  due  to  salmonella  infection  occurred  as  sporadic 
cases  and  in  all  13  cases  were  notified.  Eight  were  due  to  Salmonella 
heidelberg  and  three  to  Salmonella  typhimurium.  In  no  case  was  the 
source  discovered.  It  is  now  recognised,  however,  that  human  food 
poisoning  may  be  caused  by  consuming  beef,  pork  or  offal  which  have 
been  derived  from  animals  with  a  septicaemic  salmonella  infection,  or 
have  been  contaminated  in  the  slaughterhouse  by  infected  intestinal 
contents. 

The  hazards  of  indiscriminate  “eating  out”  were  well  shown  when 
the  Kettering  Football  Supporters’  Club  made  a  day  trip  to  London  in 
May.  Of  3  6  passengers,  nine  succumbed  to  suspected  food  poisoning  on 
the  return  journey. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  being  enforced  in  the  town  and 
although  no  prosecutions  were  taken,  several  warning  letters  have  been 
sent  to  the  establishments  concerned  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955. 

Clearance  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  has  proceeded 
smoothly.  In  all  7  clearance  areas  comprising  48  houses,  7  individual 
unfit  houses  were  officially  represented.  133  persons  were  rehoused 
during  the  year. 

The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  has  not  the  same  implications  for  a  town 
like  Kettering,  as  the  industrial  areas  where  smoke  control  areas  will  be 
increasingly  made  but  for  the  purposes  of  comparison,  the  extent  of 
atmospheric  pollution  is  measured  monthly  by  means  of  deposit  gauges. 

One  source  of  pollution  continues  to  be  the  engine  sheds  of  British 
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Railways  and  for  the  residents  of  the  town  in  this  vicinity,  modernisation 
of  the  railways  cannot  come  too  soon. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  1  095  cremations  were  carried  out  at  the 
Kettering  Crematorium,  and  in  each  case  the  documents  were  examined 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  his  Deputy,  who  are  accepted 
Referees  for  this  purpose. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  for 
their  loyal  and  efficient  service,  especially  the  clerical  staff  without 
whose  co-operation  this  report  could  not  be  produced. 

I  would  also  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  assistance  and  support  throughout  the  year.

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate 
of  the  resident  population  for  the  mid-year  1958  is  37,430  and  the  vital 
statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this  figure. 

The  population  at  the  1951  census  was  36,817. 

births.  (Tables  1  and  2,  page  34).  Five  hundred  and  nine  births 
(261  males  and  248  females)  were  registered.  This  gives  a  crude  birth¬ 
rate  of  13,6  per  thousand  of  the  total  population,  compared  with  14.52 
in  1957.  The  corrected  birth-rate.  i.e.  that  rate  which  would  be  arrived 
at  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  this  district  was  in 
the  same  proportion  as  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales  is  14.55  compared 
with  16.4  for  England  and  Wales.  Seventeen  births  were  illegitimate,  12 
males  and  5  females.

5  page  35,  in  comparison  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  In 
considering  the  rate  for  Kettering,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  on 
account  of  the  annual  number  of  live  births  being  only  approximately 
500,  each  infantile  death  shows  as  approximately  2  in  the  infant  mortal¬ 
ity  rate  which  is  calculated  per  1,000  live  births.  Table  7,  page  37  shows 
the  causes  of  deaths  of  infants.

NEW  LEGISLATION 

The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  (Appointed  Day)  Order,  1958,  all  pro¬ 
visions  not  already  in  force  became  operative  on  1st  June,  1958. 

The  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958  became  law  on  1st  August,  1958. 

The  Water  Act,  1958,  became  law  on  1st  September,  1958. 

The  Slaughter  of  Pigs  (Anaesthesia)  Regulations,  1958,  came  into 
operation  on  1st  December,  1958. 
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III.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


Due  to  staff  shortages  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  has  been 
much  hampered  and  many  routine  matters  have  of  necessity  had  to  be 
shelved  whilst  attention  was  given  to  the  more  urgent. 

However,  despite  extended  slaughtering  hours  one  hundred  per 
cent  meat  inspection  was  maintained.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  position 
had  improved  although  one  inspector  was  still  short. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Redston,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  contributes  the 
following  :  — 


“house  inspection  (a)  clearance. 

The  addition,  in  November,  1957,  of  150  houses  to  the  200  already 
scheduled  for  inspection  under  the  five  year  clearance  scheme,  brought 
the  proportion  of  such  houses  in  Kettering  up  to  the  national  average  of 
3%. 

At  the  present  rate  this  programme  will  take  approximately  six 
years,  instead  of  five  (i.e.  until  1961).  This  too,  is  likely  to  be  about  the 
average  time  for  completion. 

In  1957  attention  was  concentrated  mainly  around  Northall  Street. 
The  rich  warm  coloured  stone  of  many  of  the  houses  will  be  missed,  but 
they  were  very  sub-standard  and  largely  worn  out. 

The  main  areas  inspected  in  1958  were  the  newer,  but  congested 
and  poorly  constructed  and  maintained,  houses  around  Knibb  Street. 

As  far  as  possible  the  worst  houses  are  being  dealt  with  first,  but 
this  is  made  difficult  by  the  increasing  number  of  better  maintained 
owner — occupied  houses  mixed  with  the  rest.  Such  cases  underline  the 
need  to  be  able  to  plan  clearance  well  ahead,  so  that  owners,  tenants  and 
prospective  purchasers  are  forewarned.  This  is  important  to  Kettering, 
which  expanded  rapidly  only  after  the  coming  of  the  railway  a  century 
ago.  An  increasing  number  of  houses  built  in  that  first  rush  are  only 
now  coming  up  to  a  ripe  old  age. 


HOUSE  INSPECTION  (b)  REPAIR. 

By  the  end  of  1958  the  Rent  Act  of  1957  had  been  in  force  eighteen 
months. 

From  the  relatively  small  number  of  cases  coming  to  the  notice  of 
the  department,  the  estimate  of  the  Rowntree  Trust  Housing  Study 
that  about  60%  of  rents  still  controlled  were  increased  during  the  first 
year  of  the  Act  is  probably  true  of  Kettering.  By  now  the  proportion 
may  well  be  appreciably  higher  as  many  owners  did  not  act  at  the  first 
opportunity.  While  the  increases  made  were  mostly  to  twice  the  Gross 
Value,  some  owners  stopped  short  of  this,  either  out  of  consideration  for 
old  tenants,  or  in  hope  of  avoiding  long  schedules  of  repair. 

Generally  owners  agree  that  the  new  Rent  Limits  are  adequate, 
though  some  have  found  difficulty  in  financing  the  necessary  repairs 
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within  the  six  months  prescribed  for  an  undertaking.  Some  have  sold 
one  house  in  a  row  to  pay  for  repairs  to  the  others,  while  some,  although 
increasing  rents  to  the  limit,  appear  to  have  made  no  effort  to  put  their 
houses  in  repair. 

Applications  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  indicate  that 
the  preparation  of  adequate  lists  of  disrepair  and  the  subsequent  elabor¬ 
ate  procedure  is  beyond  many  tenants,  while  some,  even  when  entitled 
to  reduce  their  rents,  seemed  afraid  to  do  so. 

Houses  decontrolled  through  becoming  void  appear  generally  to 
have  been  sold,  only  the  least  saleable  being  relet,  usually  at  rents  about 
twice  the  Gross  Value,  though  sometimes  on  condition  that  the  tenant 
should  do  repairs. 

Although  much  useful  repair  work  has  resulted  from  the  Rent  Act, 
it  is  still  only  a  fraction  of  all  that  is  needed  to  catch  up  on  accumulated 
disrepair.  From  experience  of  this  and  previous  Rent  Acts,  it  seems 
unlikely  that  the  Act  alone  will  ensure  reasonable  standards  of  repair.  It 
should,  however,  enable  such  standards  to  be  maintained. 

Wherever  necessary  comprehensive  inspections  have  been  made  on 
receipt  of  an  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  and  notices  served 
independently  of  Rent  Act  procedure. 

The  number  of  preliminary  notices  served  for  defects  to  houses, 
which  fell  to  128  in  1957,  rose  to  345  in  1958,  while  formal  notices 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  increased  to  28.  It  was  not  possible  to 
carry  out  systematic  house  to  house  inspections. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORK  PLACES. 

Few  routine  inspections  of  factories  and  work  places  were  possible 
during  either  1957  or  1958.  Those  carried  out  were  mainly  following 
complaints.  This  is  being  remedied. 

AIR  POLLUTION. 

In  February  1957,  a  report  to  the  Council  on  the  implementation 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act  estimated  that  air  pollution  in  Kettering  is  about 
average  for  a  town  of  its  size. 

As  a  check  on  this,  two  deposit  gauges  were  set  up  in  October,  1957, 
one  at  Satra  House,  Rockingham  Road,  and  the  other  at  the  Manor 
House,  Sheep  Street. 

These  instruments  collect  particles  settled  out  or  washed  by  rain 
from  the  air  above  them,  the  total  deposit  being  analysed  monthly 
through  the  kind  co-operation  of  Messrs.  Stewarts  &  Lloyds.  The  choice 
of  instrument  and  site  were  dictated  largely  by  the  desire  to  keep  a  check 
on  pollution  from  the  ironworks  to  the  north-east  of  the  town  and 
compare  it  with  that  near  the  town  centre. 

In  the  three  months  of  1957  in  which  the  gauges  operated  the  de¬ 
posits  averaged  8.43  tons  per  square  mile  at  Manor  House  and  12.65  at 
Satra,  while  in  1958,  the  averages  were  7.97  and  10.25  respectively. 

That,  despite  every  effort  by  the  Kettering  Iron  and  Coal  Company 
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to  keep  down  pollution,  their  plant  had  an  appreciable  effect  on  the 
neighbourhood  of  Satra  House  is  illustrated  by  the  graph  in  which  the 
number  of  days  in  the  month  when  the  wind  was  westerly  is  plotted 
alongside  the  gauge  readings.  The  correlation  between  fluctuations  of 
the  Satra  House  graph  and  that  for  the  west  wind  is  very  marked  at 
first,  but  decreases  presumably  with  the  decreasing  activity  of  the 
ironworks.  The  Manor  House  results  showed  no  particular  correlation 
with  wind  direction  and  were  similar  to  those  for  comparable  towns. 

The  fact  that  the  gauges  mainly  indicate  heavy  industrial  pollution 
is  shown  by  the  absence  of  seasonal  fluctuation.  The  light  smoke  part¬ 
icles  and  sulphurous  gases  from  domestic  chimneys,  responsible  for 
the  greater  part  of  pollution  in  Kettering,  settle  less  readily,  and  are 
therefore,  not  recorded  by  the  gauges,  but  are  no  less  injurious  for  that. 
On  1st  September,  1958,  a  start  was  made  on  curtailing  this  pollution 
when  building  byelaws  requiring  heating  and  cooking  appliances  in 
new  buildings  to  be  suitably  designed  to  prevent  smoke,  came  into  force. 

While  a  survey  of  industrial  fuel  burning  plant  could  not  be  under¬ 
taken  until  1959,  plans  of  new  furnaces  and  chimneys  have  been  care¬ 
fully  scrutinised  and  improvements  secured. 

Three  air  pollution  nuisances  were  abated — one  by  installing  a 
grit  chamber  at  the  base  of  a  chimney,  another  by  providing  ducts  to 
discharge  leather  dressing  fumes  at  roof  level,  and  a  third  by  replacing 
a  vertical  boiler  with  modern  oil-fired  automatic  steam  raising  equip¬ 
ment  and  having  all  refuse  formerly  burned  on  the  boiler,  removed 
from  the  premises. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Though  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  was  less  in  1958  than 
in  1957,  Kettering  continued,  on  balance,  a  substantial  meat  exporting 
area  serving  Corby  and  the  surrounding  district. 

The  following  tables  show  percentages  of  animals  found  in  any 
way  diseased  on  slaughter  :

While  some  of  the  marked  difference  in  averages  between  the  five 
years  1949-53  and  1954-58  probably  resulted  from  changes  in  the 
source  of  supply  of  animals  following  the  decontrol  of  meat  in  1954, 
most  is  doubtless  due  to  improved  animal  husbandry  with  its  greater 
application  of  veterinary  science. 

The  increase  in  cysticercus  bovis  (cystic  stage  of  a  10  to  25  feet 
long  tape  worm)  from  2  in  1957  to  5  in  1958  appears  fortuitous,  three 
having  been  found  in  one  batch  of  cattle  from  Cambridgeshire.  The 
incidence,  0.15%  of  all  bovines,  is  still  much  below  that  in  some  parts 
of  the  country.  Of  the  five  cases,  three  had  one  cyst  each  in  the  masseter 
muscles  of  the  head,  another  two  cysts  in  the  masseters,  and  one  had 
three  cysts  in  the  heart  wall. 

In  May,  1958,  the  Borough  Council  agreed,  subject  to  proper  safe¬ 
guards,  to  issue  certificates  as  to  inspection  of  meat  for  export  abroad 
by  a  wholesaler  in  the  town.  Seven  certificates  had  been  granted  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

The  backbone  of  food  hygiene  administration  is  inspection,  to 
which  sampling  and  education  are  but  useful  auxiliaries. 

The  system  developed  early  in  1957,  comprised  annual  inspection 
of  all  food  premises  with  monthly  sampling  for  bacterial  testing  of 
foods  most  susceptible  to  contamination  and  weekly  bacterial  checks  on 
cleanliness  of  utensils.  Beside  ensuring  proper  standards  of  hygiene, 
this  work  helped  to  teach  people  in  food  trades  the  significance  of 
hygiene  and  keep  it  to  the  fore  in  their  minds. 

In  addition  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  offered  talks  to  food 
handlers  to  all  food  traders  with  several  employees.  Ten  firms  accepted 
and  sixteen  talks  were  given  to  groups  varying  in  number  from  four  to 
thirty  at  times  to  suit  them,  often  at  their  place  of  work.  Each  talk  was 
“tailored”  to  suit  the  particular  audience  and  discussions  encouraged. 
Over  two  hundred  food  handlers  had  their  responsibilites  brought  home 
to  them  in  this  way. 

Practically  all  this  work  was  abandoned  as  the  year  progressed  to 
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maintain  other  services,  the  choice  of  food  hygiene  for  curtailment  being 
dictated,  not  by  lack  of  its  importance,  but  by  the  knowledge  that  the 
standard  was  already  fairly  good  and  that  withdrawal  of  this  unobtrusive 
service  would  cause  least  complaint.  It  was  resumed  in  modified  form 
late  in  1958. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

This  work  includes  surface  treatments,  skilfully  carried  out  by  Mr. 
B.  Clarke,  the  supervision  of  rat  proofing,  drainage  and  other  work 
arising  from  infestations,  and  a  twice  yearly  treatment  of  sewers. 

The  latter  comprised  a  spring  treatment  of  manholes  regularly 
infested,  with  systematic  test  baiting  of  a  proportion  of  the  remainder 
and  an  autumn  treatment  of  infested  areas  only,  each  fully  treated  man¬ 
hole  being  prebaited  twice  with  unpoisoned  bait  to  encourage  rats  to 
feed  freely  before  poison  is  added. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  the  1957 
spring  treatment  was  carried  out  by  baiting  each  manhole  on  the  first, 
fourth  and  eighth  days  (instead  of  the  first,  third  and  fifth),  to  give 
longer  to  overcome  bait  shyness,  and  increasing  the  quantity  of  bait 
wherever  there  had  been  a  “take”.  Even  allowing  for  the  fact  that  more 
rats  than  usual  survived  the  mild  winter  of  1956-57,  the  result,  judged 
by  the  high  proportion  of  “takes”  in  the  following  autumn,  (62%),  was 
disappointing,  probably  because,  although  the  Ministry’s  system  was 
modified,  the  amount  of  prebait  was  excessive. 

In  the  autumn  of  1958  an  experimental  area  of  the  sewers  was 
treated,  on  the  advice  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Ministry’s 
Regional  Scientific  Officer,  with  Warfarin.  The  method  involved  the 
same  number  of  treatments  of  manholes  as  with  the  rapid  poisons,,  but 
Warfarin  is  laid  from  the  first  as  it  is  not  repellant.  The  result  can  only 
be  judged  in  the  light  of  “takes”  in  the  1959  treatments,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  it  will  reduce,  and  not  just  “keep  down”,  the  number  of  rats  in  the 
sewers.” 

water.  The  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board,  which  was 
formed  on  1st  July,  1949,  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  water 
supplies  to  die  Borough  of  Kettering. 

The  Engineer  and  Manager  of  that  Board  has  very  kindly  supplied 
the  following  information. 

“In  previous  years  I  have  been  able  to  give  a  figure  for  the  total 
consumption  within  the  Borough  of  Kettering,  but  due  to  the  new 
system  of  trunk  mains  and  metering  points  I  regret  that  this  is  no  longer 
possible.  However,  an  accurate  figure  is  available  for  the  Board’s  area 
as  a  whole  and  the  average  daily  figure  for  the  last  6  months  of  1958 
was  9,219  million  gallons  per  day.

drainage  and  sewerage.  During  the  year  40  new  houses  were 
connected  to  the  Barton  Seagrave  sewers  and  three  houses  originally 
drained  to  cesspools  were  also  connected.  Sixteen  properties  are  still 
drained  to  cesspools. 

Sewers  were  laid  on  the  second  stage  of  the  privately  developed 
Polwell  Lane  estate — Gotch  Road  extension — and  houses  are  being 
connected  as  they  are  built,  as  is  also  the  case  in  Grosvenor  Road,  Barton 
Seagrave. 

All  sewers  on  the  private  Gipsy  Lane  estate  have  now  been  laid  and 
houses  are  connected  as  development  proceeds. 

In  Dene  Close,  off  Rockingham  Road,  surface  water  sewers  have 
been  completed  and  the  houses  are  being  connected  to  the  existing  foul 
sewer  by  combined  drainage. 

Connections  to  sewers  from  newly  built  Corporation  houses  have 
been  made  on  the  Pytchley  Road  estate,  Windmill  Avenue  estate, 
Weekley  Glebe,  Linden  Avenue,  Gorse  Road  and  Washington  Square. 

During  the  year  cesspools  have  been  emptied  on  93  occasions  and 
catchpits  for  industrial  waste  on  130  occasions.  Five  wells  have  also 
been  emptied.

SWIMMING  BATHS  and  pools.  There  were  26,734  attendances  at 
the  Council’s  Open  Air  Bath  compared  with  30,670  during  the  previous 
year. 

The  attendance  at  the  Council’s  Covered  Swimming  Bath  was 
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79,489,  including  12,075  from  schools,  as  compared  with  73,256  and 
1 1,43 1  respectively  for  1957. 

The  Slipper  Baths  were  used  by  21,411  as  compared  with  23,040 
in  the  previous  year. 

Sixteen  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  Council’s  Swimming 
Baths  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  very  satis¬ 
factory  reports  thereon  were  received. 

One  sample  taken  from  Rockingham  Road  Park  Paddling  Pool  was 
reported  as  “Unsatisfactory  water  with  evidence  of  slight  faecal 
pollution.” 

Nine  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Wicksteed  Park  Children’s 
Paddling  Pools  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all 
were  very  satisfactory  except  one  which  was  reported  as  “Unsatisfactory 
count  but  no  evidence  of  faecal  pollution.” 

Four  samples  were  taken  from  the  Henry  Gotch  School  Swimming 
Pool  and  of  these  three  were  reported  by  the  laboratory  to  be  “Slightly 
suspicious  count  but  no  evidence  of  faecal  pollution”  and  the  other 
sample  was  very  satisfactory. 

prevention  of  damage  by  pests  act,  1949  (Table  10,  page  40). 

During  the  year  243  applications  for  the  services  of  the  Rodent 
Operative  were  received.  Occupiers  of  premises  where  infestations  exist 
or  are  suspected  continue  to  seek  the  early  assistance  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  by  so  doing  enable  any  infestations  to  be  quickly 
eradicated. 

Despite  being  under  constant  supervision  major  infestations 
occurred  at  the  Cherry  Hall  refuse  tip  and  at  the  Council’s  Sewage 
Works  at  Finedon. 

Nine  infestations  by  rats  and  14  by  mice  were  dealt  with  at  food 
premises.

ice-cream.  Seventeen  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  from  five 
producers  or  retailers  in  accordance  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 
Fifteen  samples  were  reported  to  be  grade  1  (Satisfactory),  one  grade  2, 
and  one  grade  3.  One  ice-lolly  sample  was  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

meat  and  other  foods.  There  were  three  licensed  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  use  during  the  year. 

As  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954,  the  practice  has 
continued  whereby  a  number  of  the  butchers  purchase  their  require¬ 
ments  from  wholesalers  outside  the  Borough,  and  a  local  wholesaler  has 
a  large  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  town  for  distribution  over 
a  large  area  outside  the  town. 

The  number  of  carcases  examined  was  17,809  (3.225  cattle,  66 
calves,  9,226  pigs  and  5,292  sheep  and  lambs)  compared  with  19,987 
carcases  (3,601  cattle,  191  calves,  9,425  pigs  and  6,370  sheep  and 
lambs)  in  1957. 

Four  hundred  and  ninety-one  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses 
and  25  visits  were  made  to  the  Cattle  and  General  Markets.  Inspection 
of  meat  vehicles  operating  in  the  Borough  was  undertaken  from  time  to 
time. 
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Twenty-six  slaughtermen  were  licensed  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts,  1933  and  1954.  No 
contraventions  of  these  acts  were  found. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Hudson,  m.r.c.v.s.,  the  local  Veterinary  Inspector  for 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  attends  the  Cattle 
Market  each  week  to  deal  with  any  case  coming  within  the  purview  of 
the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Acts,  1894-1935. 

As  a  result  of  visits  being  made  to  slaughterhouses  it  was  found 
necessary  to  condemn  15  tons,  9  cwts.,  3  qrs.,  11  lbs.  of  meat  and  offals 
as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Other  food  materials  weighing 
26  tons,  2  cwts.,  2  qrs.,  12  lbs.  were  condemned  as  a  result  of  visits  to 
premises  where  food  was  stored,  prepared  or  sold.  Four  hundred  and 
fifteen  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  home  killed  meat  and  offals 
and  in  addition  six  hundred  and  ninety-six  certificates  were  issued  to 
traders  to  enable  them  to  obtain  compensation  in  respect  of  unfit  foods. 

cysticercus  bovis.  Five  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  detected 
in  the  carcases  examined. 

disposal  of  condemned  food.  The  arrangement  made  with 
members  of  the  trade  whereby  all  condemned  carcase  meat  and  offals  is 
received  by  a  fat  and  tallow  merchant  in  Bedfordshire  continues  to 
function  satisfactorily. 

Other  condemned  foods  continue  to  be  burned  in  the  incinerator  at 
Northfield  Depot  or  buried  in  the  Council’s  refuse  tip,  all  tins  being 
punctured  before  burial. 
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VI.  PREVALANCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Table  23,  page  57  shows  the  age  groups  of  the  various  infectious 
diseases  notified  during  the  year. 

scarlet  fever.  Twenty-one  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified. 
The  attack  rate  for  the  Borough  of  Kettering  was  therefore  0.56.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

pneumonia.  Thirty-four  cases  of  primary  or  post-influenzal 
pneumonia  were  notified.  The  attack  rate  for  Kettering  was  0.9. 
Eighteen  deaths  were  ascribed  to  pneumonia,  the  figures  for  the  previous 
year  being  3  8  cases  notified  and  1 6  deaths  attributed  to  pneumonia  (all 
forms). 

erysipelas.  Three  cases  were  notified,  giving  a  local  attack  rate  of 

0.08. 


whooping  cough.  Thirty-five  cases  of  whooping  cough  were 
notified.  The  attack  rate  was  0.93.  There  were  no  deaths. 

measles.  Sixteen  notifications  of  measles  were  received.  The  local 
attack  rate  was  0.45.  There  were  no  deaths. 

meningococcal  infection.  No  notifications  were  received. 

enteric  fever.  No  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  were  notified. 

dysentery.  Four  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were  notified.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

acute  poliomyelitis.  One  “paralytic”  case  was  notified,  and 
was  a  Kettering  resident. 

infectious  hepatitis.  Three  notifications  of  infectious  hepatitis 
were  received,  as  in  1957. 

food  poisoning.  Thirteen  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 
Eight  were  due  to  salmonella  heidelberg  and  three  to  salmonella 
typhimurium.  Two  cases  were  due  to  suspected  staphylococci  infection. 
In  addition  three  cases  of  salmonella  heidelberg  were  found  whilst 
investigating  contacts  of  the  notified  cases. 

scabies.  One  case  of  scabies  was  treated,  the  patient  being  an  adult 

male. 

cancer.  The  deaths  from  cancer  show  an  increase  on  last  year  as 
shown  in  Table  24,  page  58.  Carcinoma  of  the  bronchus  in  males  shows 
an  appreciable  increase. 
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disinfecting  and  cleansing  service.  Two  hundred  and  eleven 
articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  were  disinfected,  a  decrease  of  226  on 
the  figure  for  1957.  One  hundred  and  ninety  three  articles  were  destroyed 
at  the  request  of  the  owners.  One  hundred  and  nine  rooms  were 
disinfected. 

The  arrangement  made  with  the  Kettering  and  District  Hospital 
Management  Commitee  for  the  steam  disinfection  of  bedding  etc.,  to 
be  carried  out  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  has  operated  very  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year. 


ANTI-TOXIN,  ETC. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  hospital  manage¬ 
ment  committees  are  responsible  for  making  anti-toxin  available  to 
doctors. 

Medical  practitioners  may  obtain  supply  of  calf  lymph,  diphtheria 
prophylactic  and  anti-diphtheria  serum  from  Kettering  General 
Hospital  pathological  laboratory. 

Whooping  cough  vaccine  and  combined  diphtheria  and  pertussis 
prophylactic  is  available  free  to  medical  practitioners  who  may  obtain 
supplies  from  the  County  Health  Department,  Northampton.

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VII.  TUBERCULOSIS 


The  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board,  through  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  tuberculosis  and  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council  is  responsible 
for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

Twenty- three  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  case  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1958.  In  1957  the  figures 
were  25  and  3  respectively.  The  Registrar-General  returns  the  numbers 
of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  as  :  pulmonary  4,  non-pulmonary  1.  In 
1957  the  figures  given  by  the  Registrar-General  were  4  and  Nil.  There 
is  no  trace  locally  of  the  death  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Table  25,  on  page  59,  shows  the  age  groups  of  both  the  new  cases 
and  the  deaths. 

There  continues  to  be  very  litde  delay  before  notified  cases  are 
admitted  to  a  sanatorium. 

One  house  was  allocated  to  a  tuberculosis  family  during  the  year. 

The  Kettering  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  undertake  the  care 
and  after-care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  gives  valuable 
assistance  to  patients  and  their  families,  by  the  provision  of  milk, 
groceries,  etc.,  to  suitable  cases. 

It  is  regretted  that  statistics  relating  to  B.C.G.  vaccination  of 
Kettering  children  are  not  available. 
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VIII.  WELFARE 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1947,  SECTION  47,  PERSONS  IN  NEED 
OF  care  and  attention.  Several  visits  were  paid  to  persons  who  came 
under  notice  during  the  year  but  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action 
under  this  Section  of  the  Act. 

welfare  of  the  aged.  The  work  of  the  Kettering  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Association  is  described  by  their  Honorary  Secretary,  Mrs.  D. 
Stirling  as  follows  :  — 

“During  the  year  a  distribution  of  nearly  400  parcels  containing 
\  lb.  tea  and  \  lb.  biscuits  was  made  to  elderly  needy  people  in  the 
Borough. 

Some  66  sick,  needy  old  people  received  a  coal  voucher  worth 
7 / 6d.  Both  of  these  gifts  were  much  appreciated. 

Concern  was  expressed  at  several  Executive  Committee  meetings 
about  the  welfare  of  old  people  living  in  the  flats  on  Windmill  Avenue. 
It  was  felt  by  our  visitors  that  some  more  definite  and  official  arrange¬ 
ments  should  be  made  by  the  Welfare  Authorities  for  the  regular  visiting 
of  these  elderly  people. 

During  September  a  house-to-house  collection  brought  in  over 
£176.  We  also  received  generous  donations  from  various  Societies  in  the 
town. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  people  receiving  chiropody  treat¬ 
ment  under  our  scheme  rose  from  30  to  80. 

Many  old  people  were  helped  in  various  ways  during  the  year  and 
our  representatives  visited  many  elderly  people.” 

The  three  Darby  and  Joan  Clubs  organised  under  the  auspices  of 
the  W.V.S.  continue  to  prove  very  popular.  Each  club  meets  once  a  week 
for  a  social  afternoon.  Holidays,  outings  and  other  social  activities  are 
arranged  for  the  members. 

On  1st  July,  St.  John’s  Over  Sixty  Club  was  opened  by  the  Mayor 
of  Kettering,  Councillor  Mrs.  B.  Huggett,  b.a.,  j.p.,  to  serve  the  elderly 
in  and  around  the  Grange  Estate.

On  two  occasions  it  was  necessary  for  the  Medical  Referee  to 
enlist  the  services  of  the  Pathologist  appointed  by  the  Council  in 
pursuance  of  the  Cremation  Regulations,  1930.
